PARADES AND BALL MAKE GLAD

Great Gaia Event of Rex's Up 
River Procession Nearly Turned 
into a Tragedy—Quick Seaman- 
ship Saves His Vessel and Two 
Others Loaded with People.

NDW ORLEANS (La.) Feb. 26.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The arrival of Rex.

™ GERMANS IN STEEL TRUST. 


Contradictory Reports Received at 
Pittsburgh About an Alleged Pur- 
chase by the Great Kartel. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
PITTSBURGH (Fa.) Feb. 26.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) A special from 
New York to the Pittsburgh Post to- 
night says that the German Steel 
Kartel, the voluntary association which 
practically controls the steel business 
of Germany, has become the largest 
single holder of the stock of the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation. Of the 
total of $580,230,000 par value of out- 
standing common stock of the steel 
corporation the Kartel is stated to now 
hold between $90,000,000 and 885.000. 
000 par value. The buying orders are 
stated to have been sent through the 
three great German banks, the Dres- 
ner, the Disconto Gesellschaft and the 

Deutsche Bank. 

Another New York dispatch says 
that bankers others connected 
with the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion deny the report, printed in Wall 
Street, to the effect that the German 
Steel Kartel had acquired the largest 
individual interest in the shares of 
the steel corporation. Banking inter- 
ests which were represented as hav- 
ing acted as brokers for the Kartel in 
the acquisition of the stock did not 
treat the report seriously.

The hotel register bears | 
the name of the young adventurer 
written in a bold hand. His bill is still 
unpaid. 

The pseudo representative of the 
American Newspaper Association was 
no respecter of persons, All who trust- 
ed in his plausible story are suffering 
financial loss. He presented a check 
for $76 to the cashier of the Alexandria. 
There was some hesitancy as the man 
at the money box was not satisfied 
with the story. Carlisle appealed to 
Manager Whitmore and the check was 


cashed. 

Fiushed with his success, young Car- 
lisie ordered the clerk to pay a c.o.d. 
package, which the “newspaper man“ 
said would soon arrive. When the pack- 
age came the charge was $49. The clerk 
balked and the package went back to 
a tallor.

TERROR SPELL 
ON RAIL MEN. 


Maniacal Thrower of Rocka 
Reigns in Yards. 


Mysterious Fiend Makes Tar- 


gets of Workers. 


Moy be Revenge Act for Ar- 
rest of Thieves. 


Employés of the Ralt Lake Railroad, 
working in the local yards of that 
company, are in constant terror of a 
maniac who huris rocks at the train- 


men from some point of vantage where 


ne has concealed’ himself. 
Every day someone is attacked n 


this peculiar manner and every time 


the assailant succeeds in keeping 


self out of sight. The actions of this 
mysterious personage have struck ter- 
ror to the hearts of many switchmen, 
brakemen and others employed in the 
yards, and yesterday one resignation 
was turned in on account of the at- 
tacks of the maniac, 

These attacks began soon after 
Nightwatchman Willlam R. Murray 
caught the gang of brass and copper 
thieves redhanded at work in the Salt 
Lake yards and with 1100 pounds of 
scrap brass loaded on a wagon. The 
entire gang of five men were placed 
under arrest after a desperate fight, in 
which a number of shots were fired. 
Members of this same gang had stolen 
from other railroad yards a 
amount of brass and copper and were 
sent to San Quentin for several years. 

It is thought the strange aseatiant 
of the trainsmen may be an accom- 
plice of the thieves and that he seeks 
revenge on the trainmen. His actions 
are so peculiar, however, that Night- 
watchman Murray is firmly convinced 


the offender is a maniac. 


DODGES BEHIND CARS.

Murray discovered @ 
man dodging behind box cars and en- 
deavoring to keep out of sight, and 
yet to get close to the watchman.
